slogan for National Library Week, April 3-9. One of the won- 
derful worlds, as every collector has discovered for himself, is that 
of antiques, with its wide enough range of interests to beckon both 
old and young, rich and poor. Many a new collector has been lured 
to its enjoyment by a chance glimpse of a magazine on the library 
racks . . . a new book on the shelves. Your interest in the public 
library in your town can be expressed in many ways . . . using its 
facilities for study, seeing that the latest and most authoritative 
books about antiques are included on its shelves, and encouraging 
special book exhibits by sharing your collection for display. In 
these ways, you, as an individual or as a study group, can con- 
tribute greatly to opening new and wonderful worlds for others. 


When Nancy Fitzpatrick began research on Rookwood Pottery, 
of which she owns a fine collection, she found the surge of interest 
in amateur china painting which led directly to Rookwood doors, 
of such interest and importance that she tells its story separately 
(page 14). The few thoughtfui women of taste and social influence 
who began this art movement in Cincinnati, considering it a 
pleasant occupation to women of leisure and a possible solution 
to the problem of self-support and independence for others, could 
hardly have foreseen a flowering so brilliant and so complete. Yet 
we doubt if they were overly surprised. By seriously, intelligently, 
and enthusiastically espousing the cause of ceramic art, they had, 
in Rookwood, accomplished their end. The*+ story, though separate, 
rightfully belongs with the more concentrated articles on Rookwood 
itself, which Mrs. Fitzpatrick has prepared for future issues. 


Bonnie Brown was living on Long Island, New York, when she 
first became interested in spinning. She was sparked to action by 
the beautiful white wool of two Angora rabbits she had purchased 
as Easter presents for her children. From a Canadian craftsman, she 
learned the fundamentals of spinning, and continued to perfect the 
art in several craft schools. Her work was soon attracting enough 
attention to be featured in newspaper and magazine articles. Shortly 
after her first visit to Colonial Williamsburg, some ten years ago, 
she accepted the position of Colonial spinner and weaver there, a 
spot she still occupies. She tells us this month, page 22, How To 
Spin Wool. Pictures illustrating the various steps were taken at 
Colonial Williamsburg and show Mrs. Brown in Colonial garb. 
This information follows closely in interest “Hand Processing Wool 
in America” which appeared in the February issue. These two 
articles are part of a set of four which follows the raw product to 
the finished goods, utilizing centuries-old handcrafts. Final parts 
will cover Vegetable Dyeing and Hand Weaving and Looms. The 
story of the Old Slater Mill will later discuss the advent of machine 
manufacture. 


Grandmothers from forty years old and upwards are surely being 
worn to a frazzle these days in the copywriters’ appeal to the new 
merchandise buyer. Some of the items “just like grandmother 
always used” which are offered in increasing abundance, though 
not intended, might easily deceive the novice collector should they 
wind up in the wrong hands. The need for prudence cannot be 
overstressed for the beginning collector; moreover, a constant 
check on gift shop and catalogue merchandise is a must. t@

THE T. T. WENTWORTH JR. 
MUSEUM in Pensacola, Florida, had 
its beginning in a historical collection 
started in 1906 by the founder, a local 
historian. Now over 20,000 items, 
representative of Florida’s past, from 
early and rare prints to the desk used 
by Secretary of the Confederate Navy, 
Stephen R. Mallory, are available to 
public view and study. Pensacola, first 
settled in 1559 by Don Tristan de 
Luna, for Spain, and developed under 
five flags—the Spanish, French, Eng- 
lish, Confederate and American— 
offers a rich and varied source of 
memorabilia, and Mr. Wentworth has 
gathered material from each of the 
various early settlements. The guns, 
pistols, swords, knives and bayonets, 
in such wide variety, particularly 
attract antique arms collectors; the 
more peaceable items, the student of 
any American beginnings. The bell 
pictured, of one-ton size, was once 
used as a fire and police call; the 
wood water main, also shown, was an 
American installation in 1828, soon 
after Florida had been ceded to the 
United States by Spain. Another typi- 
cally unique item is a metal casket, 
which analysis shows to be of French 
origin, ca. 1719. The Museum, located 
on Palafox Highway at Ensley 
is open each Saturday and Sun- @ 
day from 2 to 6 p.m.

@® PALM BEACH 


WHITEHALL, the palatial Palm Beach residence built by rail 
and oil magnate Henry Morrison Flagler for his wife, in 1902, 
and reported in the New York Herald of that year as “more 
wonderful than any palace in Europe, grander and more mag- 
nificent than any private dwelling in the world”, has opened its 
doors to the public, this February 1960, as The Henry Morrison 
Flagler Museum. A memorial to the man whose energy and 
foresight transformed Florida’s lush untamed Atlantic seaboard 
to an American vacation land, it will serve also as permanent 
headquarters and meeting place for organizations dedicated to 
public service. The Palm Beach Historical Society, and the Palm 
Beach Round Table will be among those to conduct meetings 
there. Under the direction of the Museum trustees, headed by 
Mr. Flagler’s granddaughter, Mrs. Ricardo C. Gonzales, White- 
hall is being restored as fully as possible to its original luxury. 

Whitehall’s architects were Carrere & Hastings, who designed 
the United States Senate and House Office Buildings; its cost 
was $2,500,000. In the marble hall, pictured, a superb double 
staircase of white marble is flanked by pairs of graceful columns 
and carved marble benches. Mr. Flagler’s fondness for symbolic 
art is reflected in the painted canvas, “The Crowning of 
Knowledge”, mounted to the ceiling cove. Life-size marble statues 
—Peace, Science, Pensive, and Marine — decorate the four 
corners, Of all the magnificent rooms arranged around the 
large interior courtyard, highlighted by a marble statuary 
fountain, the dining room, pictured, is the most elaborately 
decorated. The velour covered table is of satinwood, the chairs 
individually styled with Aubusson tapestries. The ornate ceiling 
with carved inlaid panels and the exquisitely styled china cabi- 
nets, buffet, and mantel carry out the decor of Francis I. The 
panelled library is in the Italian Renaissance style, the music 
room, in the decor of Louis XVI, and the grand salon, with its 
focal point a carved statuary marble fireplace and mantel, in 
the period of Louis XVI. The breakfast room is Eliza- 
bethan in style, the ballroom, in white and gold elegance, @ 
in that of Louis XV.

MORE ON BRITANNIA 


Having noted “Britannia vs Pewter’, 
page 10, March issue, it appears the record 
needs a little clarifying . . . The quotation 
from Ormsbee is accurate and appropriate, 
but the other quotes leave something to be 
desired. The authorities on pewter are 
Kerfoot (1), Laughlin (2), and Jacobs (3) 
on American work, while Massee and 
Cotterell are authorities on our English 
background. 

Pewter (that is fine, early pewter) is tin 
and copper in approximately a nine to one 
ratio. During the 18th century, part of the 
copper, if not all of the copper, becomes 
replaced by antimony and occasionally 
with the addition of bismuth. Late pewter 
and Brittania are not so much different 
alloys as different methods of fabrication. 
Pewter is cast, whereas Brittania is spun 
in the lathe—this last being a quicker, 
cheaper method — foreshadowing today’s 
quantity production and yielding a dis- 
tinctly less meritorious product.

Prelude to Rookwood 


by NANCY FITZPATRICK 


ARLY in the 1870s, Cincinnati 

experienced a burst of feminine 
talent in the art of china and pottery 
painting that was to make it the 
artistic center of the mid-West. 
Interest in art for amateurs was 
already high, particularly in the field 
of wood carving. The wood carving 
studios of Benn Pitman, who had 
established a wood-carving depart- 
ment at the Cincinnati School of 
Design, and of William H,. Fry and 
his daughter, Laura Anna, had 
achieved acclaim far beyond local 
limits. (Mr. Fry was a teacher at 
the Art Academy, a post he held for 
almost fifty years). 

In the summer of 1874, Benn Pit- 
man obtained some overglaze colors 
in the East, and invited a group of 
talented Cincinnati ladies, many of 
them students in his wood carving 
courses, to form a class in china 
painting. Miss Eggers, a young Ger- 
man who had studied at Dresden, 
Germany, was his assistant. The first 
classes were held at the School of 
Design, but since china painting was 
not included in the curriculum of 
the school, authorities objected, and 
the classes were transferred to the 
home of Mrs. Frederick Huntington. 


The items painted were fired at the 
kiln of Gustav Hartwig. 

Almost at once this group of en- 
thusiastic women, operating as the 
“Woman’s Centennial Executive 
Committee of Cincinnati” began to 
plan a Centennial Tea Party where 
their work would be exhibited for 
the benefit of the Mount Vernon 
Fund. The affair was held the fol- 
lowing spring on May 23, 1875, in the 
old Elm Street Exposition Building, 
and several dozen pieces of china 
painting—cups and saucers, plates, 
and pitchers—were displayed, News- 
papers reported of the auction held 
after the exhibit: “35 cups and sau- 
cers were sold, aggregating $385.” 

At the Philadelphia Centennial in 
1876, specimens of china painting by 
Cincinnati women, along with exam- 
ples of their wood carving, formed 
part of the Cincinnati exhibit, and 
commanded considerable attention. 

At the Exhibition, two Cincinnati- 
ans in particular, Mrs, Maria Long- 
worth Nichols and Miss Mary Louise 
McLaughlin, found special inspiration 
for their own pottery endeavors. Mrs. 
Nichols, already much impressed by 
several little books on Japanese de-

sign which a friend had given her, 
was so fascinated by the Japanese 
exhibit of pottery that she decided 
to produce pottery herself, and for a 
while, entertained the idea of im- 
porting a Japanese pottery, workmen 
and all. 

Miss McLaughlin found her in- 
spiration in the unusual colorings of 
faience at the Haviland exhibit of 
Limoges. Obtaining colors from Paris, 
she began experiments at the P. L. 
Coultry and Company Pottery on 
Dayton Street in 1877. In 1879 she 
exhibited at the Exposition Univer- 
selle at Paris, and received honorable 
mention. About that time she trans- 
ferred her operations to the Dallas 
Pottery where two kilns for firing 
had just been erected, one for over- 
glaze, said to be the largest of its 
kind in the country, and one for 
underglaze work, (Mrs, Nichols and 
Miss McLaughlin had advanced 
Frederick Dallas the necessary funds 
for the new kilns). She employed a 
variety of clays from different parts 
of Ohio for her Cincinnati Faience, 
and her handbook, “Pottery Decora- 
tion Under Glaze,” published in 1877, 
was extremely useful to amateurs. 
In 1898 she perfected and produced 
a hard porcelain called Losanti ware, 
first exhibited in the Paris Exposi- 
tion of 1901. 

Mrs, Nichols had been fascinated 
by china painting since 1873 when 
Karl Langenbeck, a neighbor boy, 
talented in pen and ink drawing, had 
received a set of china colors from 
an uncle in Frankfort and had intro- 
duced her with Mrs. Learner Har- 
rison, another neighbor, to the new 
art, sharing his colors until they 
could import their own. 

After the Philadelphia Centennial, 
she began her first experiments in 
clay, glaze, and color at the Dallas 
Pottery, with the help of Joseph 
Bailey, Sr., a practical ceramist, from 
Tunstall, England. Her object was to 
produce with Ohio clays new pottery 
wares by the application of color 
decoration on the wet clay body it- 
self before firing, then to protect this 
biscuit with a glaze. 

In April 1879, some of the mem- 
bers of Mr. Pitman’s first china 


MARY LOUISE McLAUGHLIN, born in Cincin- 7 
nati in 1847, began in her late twenties, without 
pottery experience, information, or guidance, to 
produce the underglaze faience painting with 
colored plastic slip practiced by Haviland. She 
proceeded without experimentation and produced 
a vase now in the Philadelphia Museum. She then 
turned to porcelain, and again relying exclusively 
on her own ingenuity, mastered the art of making 
it, doing all the work herself including her kiln 
firing. Losanti ware was the result. Soon after her 
fiftieth birthday, she “retired’—she had accom- 
plished the end she sought. The books she wrote, 
the last at the age of ninety, include: China Paint- 
ing; Pottery Decoration; Suggestions to China 
Painters; Painting in Oil; The Second Madame; 


and An Epitome of History (1938).

painting class met to form The Cin- 
cinnati Pottery Club. This appears 
to have been not only the first such 
club organized by women, but the 
first pottery club of any kind in the 
country. Miss Mary McLaughlin 
was elected president, Miss Clara 
C. Newton, secretary, and Miss Alice 
Holabird, treasurer. Among early 
members were Mrs. William Dodd, 
Mrs. Charles Kebler, Mrs. George 
Dominick, Mrs. E. G. Leonard, and 
Mrs. A, B, Merriam. 

The purpose of the club was the 
“development of the art of Cincinnati 
in the direction of underglaze work 
in pottery, carving in clays and 
through such other methods as may 
suggest themselves as practicable.” 
Club membership was at first lim- 
ited to twelve, then increased to 
fifteen, and finally to twenty. 

For the first year their activities 
were carried on in a rented room, 
but early in 1880 they secured quar- 
ters at the Dallas Pottery on Hamil- 
ton Road. On May 5, 1880, they 
exhibited some 200 pieces of their 
work at an invitation affair limited 
to 500 guests. This exhibit proved so 
successful that it became an annual 
event until the club disbanded ten 
years later. 

General interest in china painting 
and the coloring of pottery became 
so widespread in Cincinnati that dur- 
ing the spring of 1880 a class in Cin- 
cinatti faience, taught by Messrs. 
Retig and Valentien, pupils of Pit- 
man, attracted sixty pupils. In ad- 
dition some 200 amateurs, all but two 
of them women, were having 
their work fired at the Dallas @ 
Pottery.

HE Forsberg House in Fargo, 
North Dakota, to all outward ap- 
pearance is a modest home of the 
1900 period, conforming to the archi- 
tecture of its time. It gives no hint 
that across the threshold is a treasure 
trove of antiques—-an exciting world 
of color and charm, of fine old furni- 
ture, priceless accessories, and dis- 
criminatingly gathered collections. 
Dorothy and Dewey Forsberg were 
born and raised in this house, leaving 
it to go their separate ways—Dewey 
to study in Europe, Dorothy to marry 








The parlor walls and woodwork are bone white, the rug an Oriental in soft tones of 
gold and blue; draperies are of raw silk in antique yellow, and the special bamboo 
blinds are painted to match the woodwork. The chandelier once hung in a palace in 
Norway. Furniture, in finger carved mahogany and rosewood, is from early Victorian 
days. Side chairs are in original black horsehair; other pieces have been upholstered 
in tones to match the rug. The astral lamp, from France, stands on a rare gold-thread- 
marble topped table. Portrait on mirrored wall is of the owners’ mother. 


The guest bedroom is wallpapered in 
magenta and white, the same magenta 
used for the painted blind; quilted mat- 
tress pads make the white curtains. The 
maple rope bed was brought to the 
Dakota Territory in 1860 by pioneers; the 
pine corner cupboard came from Ohio: 
the child’s useful chair is 18th century.

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In the dining room, walls and ceiling are 
painted a deep soft red, picking up the 
color in the English chintz draperies; the 
dado is a rich dull black; shutters are 
cherry. The early American chandelier is 
of maple with tin arms and cups gilded. 
Sideboard and table are Hepplewhite; the 
Hitchcock chairs have the original grape 
stenciling by George Lord. The epergne, 
of cast iron, with painted figural standard 
and crystal bowls, is German; a tole plate 
warmer, all original. On the walls, not 
shown, are prized wood blocks by Mr. 
Rakusan of Kyoto, Japan. 


The upstairs living room is painted a soft 
green, and the draperies across the front 
windows share the color. Lest draperies 
overpower the room, the side window is 
treated with an undraped pine valance 
above the painted blind.

In the basement, too, is “The Street”, with windows along one side showing high 
buttoned shoes and millinery, spinning wheels, samplers, homemade flowers, ladies’ 
gowns. Opposite is a collection of old toy automobiles. While the basement rooms are 
frankly of museum order, they share all the warmth, charm and comfort of the upper 
floors. Toys, happily displayed here in “shop window” collections, are also used singly 
in casual decoration throughout the house. The treasured rocking horse in the up- 
stairs living room, for example, was given Mr. Forsberg on his second birthday. 


On the ten-plate stove of 1790-1810 vint- 
age, now modified for use, are European 
copper kettles with double bottoms, also 
in use. The copper apple butter kettle on 
the floor now holds firewood. A closet 
room is devoted to pressing irons, 71 in 
all, from a minute fluter to an early 
mangle, dated 1789. 





The kitchen is pine panelled, two of the 
walls painted buttercup yellow, two left 
natural; shutters are cherry. The rug is 
hand woven. In the wall cupboard is a 
collection of old pewter confectioners’ 
molds; in the standing cupboard, a col- 
lection of Moon and Star glass. Unusual 
pine table has five legs, one drop leaf, side 
drawer. Jim, the wooden doll, is 75 years 
old. On a third kitchen wall, hang trivets 
in brass and iron, many collected in the 
Scandinavian countries.

Glass in New England by Kenneth M. 
Wilson. 85¢. 
Early New England Pottery by Lura 
Woodside Watkins. 75¢. 1959. 
OLD STURBRIDGE VILLAGE 
BOOKLET SERIES. 


NOT THE LEAST of the wide spread- 
ing services Old Sturbridge Village 
has been performing these past several 
years for antiquarians and historians, 
is the publication of a series of 
pamphlets relating to the early New 
England scene. Written by author- 
ities in their representative fields, they 
are profusely illustrated by objects in 
the museum collections. These two 
latest additions will be especially 
welcomed by collectors. 

Until the mid-18th century all 
glassware in New England was im- 
ported, although an attempt at glass- 
making had begun — and ended — in 
1639 in Salem, Massachusetts. Then in 
September 1752, in the Boston Weekly 
Newsletter, appeared this news item: 

We hear that among the Artificers 
which came in the Ship from Hol- 
land, mention’d in our last, there 
are Numbers of Men skilled in 
making of Glass, of various Sorts, 
and a House peso for carrying 
on that useful Manufacture, will 


be erected at Germantown as soon 
as possible. 
In August of the following year, the 
glassmen were again in the news: 
Notice is hereby given, that for 
the future none will be admitted to 
see the new manufactory at Ger- 
mantown, unless they pay at least 
one shilling lawful money; and 
they are then desired not to ask 
above three or four questions, and 
not to be offended if they have 
not a satisfactory answer to all 
or any of them. 


From this beginning, Mr. Wilson 
follows the course of the small ex- 
perimenting glass companies in New 
England from the Germantown fac- 
tory where were made “bottles of all 
types, including snuff bottles, pint, 
quart, two-quart and gallon bottles, 
pots for pickles and conserves of all 
sizes and chemical vessels of various 








Slip decorating persisted in southern 
Connecticut and the Connecticut River 
valley as late as 1840. Forms so embel- 
lished in that area were usually rounded 
pie plates with notched edges, rectangular 
or oval deep dishes. Decoration in light 
slip on dark red ground was often letter- 
ing, either names or initials of people or 
names of pies. Typical Norwalk pie plate 
shown. 


types”, through the Temple Works in 
New Hampshire (1780), the Boston 
Crown Glass Company (1787), the 
Pitkin Works (1783) and the Coventry 
Works (1813) in Connecticut, to the 
more enduring enterprises of the New 
England Glass Company (1818), the 
Boston and Sandwich Glass Company 
(1825) and the Mt. Washington Glass 
Company (1837). 

Mrs. Watkins in dealing with New 
England pottery follows the same 
pattern in developing her theme, 
though before 1800 there had been 
over 300 potters listed in New Eng- 
land as against a handful of glass- 
makers. A potter, she writes, could 
set up shop in his own shed or barn 
and operate with the aid of one assist- 
ant or perhaps a couple of apprentices. 
Often he dug his own clay. Up to about 
1800 he prepared it in a stone mill 
similar to those used for grinding 
grain. Later he used a “pug mill’— 
a large wooden tub with blades inside 
that turned on a central shaft. A horse 
attached to the shaft walked meekly

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round and round, churning the mix- 
ture of clay and water in the tub 
until the impurities had dropped to 
the bottom and the clean slip flowed 
off above. After a period of seasoning 
or storage, the large lumps of dried 
clay were kneaded in smaller quan- 
tities in sizes suitable for the desired 
objects, and the material was ready 
for use. 

Her discussion of early New Eng- 
land redware, slip decoration, shapes 
and forms, the potters whose “special- 
ties’’ made their wares distinctive, and 
the delayed rise of stoneware manu- 
facture, all make fascinating reading 
for collectors of Americana. Both 
booklets include helpful suggestions 
for further reading. 

At present there are ten booklets 
in the Old Sturbridge Village Book- 
let Series, with promise of more to 
come. Among those currently avail- 
able are:

1800, by Catherine Fennelly, a de- 
scriptive essay on rural New England 
and its people at the opening of the 
19th century.

The questions “What can I col- 
lect?” and “How can I get started in 
collecting?” have recurred so con- 
stantly in Ann Kilborn Cole’s mail 
for the seven years she’s been the 
Philadelphia Inquirer’s antiques fea- 
ture writer that she has at last set 
the answers down in a facts and fig- 
ures guidebook. Her book is as in- 
formal and entertaining as it is 
helpful, and beginning collectors will 
find it extremely worthwhile. Some 
1,000 collectibles in the field of Amer- 
ican antiques are listed and classified 
as to their popularity and availabil- 
ity; highly specialized items, such as 
books, coins, and stamps, are not in- 
cluded, The appendix contains a use- 
ful list of collector associations 
which readers may join, and a town 
by town listing of famous collections 
open to the public throughout’ the 
country. While the book is definitely 
slanted toward beginning collectors, 
the chapters on insurance and tax 
aspects of a collection, on displaying 
collections in the home, and on in- 
vestment possibilities will appeal to 
collectors who have already “ar- 
rived.” As for the question raised. by 
Nancy Poore Tufts in Spinning 
Wheel Letters (Nov. ’59) concerning 
a collector’s plans for final disposi- 
tion of his treasures, Miss Cole faces 
the problem frankly and pre- 
sents some extremely practical @ 
and realistic suggestions,

How To Spin Wool 


HE WOOL WHEEL—tThe large wheel is mounted on an 

upright located toward the rear of a slab of wood, used as 
a base. This upright is supported by another slenderer upright 
placed at an angle. The base or table has three legs; in front 
of the wheel are two additional uprights which hold the spindle 
at the top and the belt tension adjuster below. Between and 
running through the two forward uprights is a large wooden 
screw which may be turned to tighten or loosen the belt. The 
belt runs over the large wheel and the grooved spool shown at 
the top of the forward upright near the spindle. 


FIG. 1: Wrap the bobbin or ‘‘quill” 
—a small piece of paper about 3 by 4 
inches—about the spindle. With the 
last turn of the bobbin, catch the 
carded wool at the underside — and 
you’re ready to begin. Cornhusks were 
often used for 18th century quills. 


FIG. 2: Hold the carded wool, now 
firmly attached to the bobbin, in the 
left hand, and with the right, slowly 
turn the wheel clockwise. The wool 
should be held at the angle shown so 
that it twists as it falls off the point 
of the spindle, making it yarn. 


FIG. 3: Still holding the wool at an 
even tension, as it twists, gradually 
draw your left hand back toward your 
side, stepping backward, until you’ve 
made about a yard. (In a day’s work, 
you'll walk a mile—but you'll have 
spun enough wool for a sweater.) 


FIG. 4: Now that you’ve spun some FIG. 3 
wool into yarn, stop the wheel for a 
moment, draw the spun wool from the FIG. 4 (below) 
point of the spindle and switch it to 
the center of the bobbin. Then walk- 
ing forward, wind what has been made 
—and begin again. The rhythmic 
backward and forward motion 


is said to have been incorporated 
in early folk dances.

R a short period, 

from 1918 to 1921, 
when war conditions pro- 
hibited the importation 
of doll heads from 
abroad, the Fulper Pot- 
tery Company of Flem- 
ington, New Jersey, un- 
dertook to meet the 
demands of American 
doll manufacturers by 
producing a line of bisque MADE IN 
doll heads, utilizing USA 
American clays. These B 
doll heads were subse- 2 
quently mounted on doll bodies by 
the doll manufacturers who pur- 
chased them. (See detailed story, 
Spinning Wheel July ’56.) 

Such doll heads were impressed 
with the Fulper trademark, pictured 
here; the factory number 2B some- 
times appears above “Made in U.S.A.” 
The doll heads made to order for 
Amberg dolls, Colonial dolls, and 
Horsman dolls carried, in addition to 
the Fulper mark, the impressed trade- 
mark of the specific company for 
which they were made. (See Figs. 1, 
2, 3.) 

From the additional letters and 
numerals which appear on Fulper doll 
heads can be determined the head 
size, style, and in specific instances, 
the doll manufacturer who ordered 
them. When doll heads' are of the 
same circumference but facial con- 
tours differ, identifying symbols in- 
dicate a difference, For example, 11” 
circumference swivel-type Fulper boy 
heads were made in three styles, each 
bearing its identifying mark—16B in- 
dicates a baby boy head; 9, an older

boy head, and 13, another older boy 
head differing in facial contour and 
expression from that marked 9, but 
all are 11” head circumference. 

The following listing of Fulper doll 
head sizes and corresponding mark- 
ings is compiled from actual speci- 
mens of Fulper doll heads. The head 
circumference in inches is given first, 
followed by incidental information, if 
any, then the number always to be 
found on that size and type head. All 
markings are impressed and appear 
below the Fulper mark, except where 
noted.

The Whites built special shelves in their living room to display their water sets, along 
with miniature lamps, Wedgwood, and other choice pieces. The decorated blue glass 
punch set, lowest shelf, right, is complete with 12 cups and ladle, probably Bavarian; 
unusual swan tray holding 6 chick-shaped egg cups is marked Rudolstadt. The boxer 
is Champagne Party, Champ for short. Below, a closer view of some of the sets, 
indicated by pitcher and one tumbler: top row, Panelled Cherry, Red Block, Jewel 
with Dewdrop; middle row, Opalescent Drape, Cut Glass, Ivy in Snow; bottom row, 
Amberina overlay lemonade set, probably Mephistopheles, but so rare in a pitcher 
the Whites have found no confirmation of the designation, and cranberry with enamel 
decoration. 





Matched 
Water Sets 


HE George W. Whites of Balti- 

more, Maryland, had been collect- 
ing unusual pieces in fine glass and 
china for several years when they de- 
cided one day it might be even more 
fun to concentrate their collecting on 
a single category. They decided on 
water sets. They had just completed 
an intensive search for tumblers to 
match a Cut Glass pitcher which had 
belonged to Mr. White’s mother, and 
knew from experience that while 
water sets were to be found, they 
were far from plentiful. Such a chal- 
lenging but not impossible quest was 
just what the Whites wanted. 

Now, four years later, there are 
nearly fifty water sets in the Whites’ 
collection. Some are in clear glass, 
many in color. Sets in Amberina, Mary 
Gregory, and Bohemian glass share 
honors with those in choice pressed 
patterns. One or two in Carnival Glass 
have been included to make the col- 
lection comprehensive. Only occasion- 
ally have the Whites compromised to 
accept a set with less than the cus- 
tomary six glasses. They still look for 
water sets wherever they go, and are 
presently searching diligently for one 
in Bristol glass. 

When Mrs. White undertakes to 
wash her glassware, she calls her auto- 
matic dishwasher into service, using 
water at body temperature, and add- 
ing Calgon. She can do four pitchers 
and twelve to fifteen glasses or three 
dozen tumblers at a time. All her fine 
pieces, Cut Glass included, are washed, 
rinsed, and dried automatically — and 
come out shining and lint free. The 
most time-consuming part of her 
washing chore — though no collector 
ever considers it one—is taking 
the pieces off the shelves and @ 
putting them back!

Advertising Trade Cards 


by AMELIA MacSWIGGAN RAWDING 


PRODIGIOUS number of pic- 

tures, cards, programs, newspaper 
poems and German die-cuts were 
collected for the ubiquitous Victorian 
scrapbook. By far the easiest picture 
cards to obtain, in great variety, and 
at no cost, were the advertising cards 
handed out by tradesmen or enclosed 
in packaged goods. In the 1870s, with

hundreds of new products coming on 
a post-war market, and cheap color 
lithography recently available, manu- 
facturers seized on the gay litho- 
graphed card as an inexpensive and 
effective means of advertising. Mil- 
lions of trade cards, in singles or in 
sets, flooded the country to fill 
thousands of waiting scrapbooks. 
Some tradesmen even supplied scrap- 
books. 

Lithographers whose names are 
often found on trade cards include, in 
addition to those noted in the accom- 
panying captions, D. Lothrop and 
Company; A. B. Seeley; Wempler and 
Co., New York; Calvert Lithograph, 
Detroit; Wempler and Kronheim, New 
York; Heppenheimer & Maurer. 

Today’s collectors, reading history 
in trade cards, may concentrate on 
those showing grocery items, or soaps, 
or patent remedies, or cards dis- 
tributed in a particular locality. Others 
may collect those designed by well 
known artists, or lithographed by cer- 
tain companies, or hunt for early en- 
gravings, or even earlier wood block 
prints. Some limit their collecting to 
such picture categories as cats, paper 
dolls, puzzles, or like the Vic- 
torian scrapbook makers, collect @ 
indiscriminately—for fun.

NAME: Scalloped Band and Scal- 
loped Lines (common nomenclatures). 

MANUFACTURER: Sweeney, McCluney 
& Company. This Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia, firm went through many name 
changes, Around 1831 it was M. & 
R.H. Sweeney & Company; in 1845, 
M. & T. Sweeney; in 1850, Sweeney & 
Bell, later Sweeney, Bell & Company; 
about 1867, it became Sweeney, Mc- 
Cluney & Company. 

DESIGNER: John Ernest Miller of 
Birmingham, Pennsylvania, assignor 
to Sweeney, McCluney & Company. 

PATENT DaTE: September 12, 1871. 

Cotor: Clear glass, non-flint. 

DESCRIPTION: In his patent specifi- 
cations Mr, Miller described his de- 
sign as consisting “in waved lines ex- 
tending around the ware,” and sug- 
gests it was being applied to a wide 
range of table glassware. Various 
reference books have reported the 
following pieces: butter dish, creamer, 
egg cup, goblet, oval pickle dish, 
sugar bowl, 6-inch plate. No. doubt 


other pieces were made. 

Attribution has been made to the 
Boston & Sandwich Glass Company, 
of Cape Cod, Massachusetts, based 
on fragments reportedly unearthed at 
the site of the Sandwich factory. The 
pattern is described in Lee’s Sand- 
wich Glass, page 520, plate 218, and 
in Lee’s Victorian Glass, page 55, 
plate 21. In both instances the author 
has considered it an “authentic Sand- 
wich pattern.” 

CONCLUSION: Though we can offer 
no reasonable explanation for the 
fragments said to have been found on 
the Cape Cod factory site, in view of 
Mr. Miller’s patent, we feel the evi- 
dence is overwhelmingly in favor of 
Sweeney, McCluney & Company as 
manufacturer, Attribution is made 
here for the first time. 

There are strong indications that
